3. Summary of the Evidences 
a. For the Prosecution? 


Accused, Iwao Inanaga, was a civilian guard employed at Fukuoka Camp 
No. 9-B. ‘He states his name'in the Record as Iwao Hirada because his name had 
been changed to. his wife! 8s name when he married into her family (2. 6).

vierff and Remméelits went to, see the camo 's Japanese medic in regard to their place 
of work. They were excused from the mine where the prisoners worked and retumed

him, When he arose, he saw accused ‘and Minashima. Tey were intoxicated. Stam 
heard that they had caused trouble in front of the hospital and that the nurse per- 
mitted them to vass in “order to avoid more difficulty. Immediately upon entering, : 
they went to the more serious vatient, Gorlitz, and told him to recover soon. and to ‘g 
go to work in the mine again. _ Théir manner was extremely - ‘rude and Stam was under ™ 
the ‘imp ression that they had threatened Gorlitz.: Gorlitz, replied that he felt that 
He would not "pull through", Without any reason, accused suddenly turned toward 
Stam ond beat him and kicked him in such.a manner thet he decided to feign uncon- 
sciousness. This did not last long because Stam heard accused ask for matches, 
On previous occasions in the mine, accused had revived unconscious yrisoners with 
lighted matches. Stam feared that accused: was’ going to burn him somewhere on his 
body so he arose, ‘whereupon accused. kicked: and ‘beat. him again. f:ccused then 
spre ined: the thumb of his right . hand and this: ‘caused nim. to cease this mistreatment. 
He ‘then ordered one of the guards, . who were boys from 16 to 17 years of age, to 
carry on the abuse. While the boy’ was “beating and kicking Stam, accused went to 
de Roers and started to scold him. : Stam succeeded in getting away from the boy and 
intervened. He ‘pointed out to the accused that he should not abuse de Roers, who 
was a helnless patient. . Lt this: point accttsed left de Boers to be treated by the 
doctor on duty. The next day after this affair, when accused had slept off his in- 
toxication, he summoned Stam and apologized in a rude and tactless manner. He trie: 

to make up for his actions by throwing a cigarette to Stam, who did not respond 

(Ex. 1, 10, 11). 
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As to pe ycagton tion 4: On 2l June 1944, prisoner ice senoro 
went from the mess hall to the kitchen lntrine, He had a. cigarette in his 
hand, which was against: camo regulations and he was caught by accused, fice 
cused kicked him ond beat him in the face with his fists.’ When the victim 
fell to the ground, accused kicked him and Struck him with a rifle butt. 
After accused forced Neerdendorp to rise, he ‘stabbed him 4n his front thigh | 
with a bayonet. This. caused such @ deep wound that blood ran profusely 
from a severed artery, to such an extent that he lost con8ciousness. Dr, 
Hilfman gave him a blood. plasma transfusion, after which he was taken to a 
Jananese hospital and the artery was sewn un by a Jannnese surgeon. This 
victim spent about a month in the camo hospital in a critical eondition as 
a result of this stabbing (Ex. 1, h, 5-7, 10,11). 


As to: Specification hh: Dr. Hil fina an did not have the authority 








to excuse prisoners from work because of illness, However, on l, February 19)5, 


he advised orisoner Schuitencker to go to the dananese office. ond ask. one 
Katsuki, © camp employee, to be excused from work because of stomach trouble. 
from which he had been suffering for a long time, Hé had been growing 
weaker daily, Katsuki did not listen to him and accused forced him to sit 
on & bench beside the guard, That was at 0900 hours and it wes bitterly 
cold, From that time on this .victim was kicked at 15-minute intervals by 
accused or by one of the soldiers on fuard duty. He recalled the clock 
striking 2 o'clock but shortly thereafter lost consciousness. .When he awalk~. 
ened, he was in the hospital. It was Lieutenant de Vries who witnessed — 
this incident from the guerd house and carried Schuitemaker to the hospital, 
Schuitemaker was in the hosvital until 8 Maye His condition was so critical 
at first, thet Dr, Hilfmen feared he would not live (Ex. 1) 3).

Accused, a witness in his own behalf, was duly sworn in and 
took the stand. The gist of his pertinent testimony is as follows‘ His 
duties at the camo were those of a guard. He did not have any !mowledge 
of the allegations as are-set° forth in Specification 1, Concerning Sncci- 
fication 2, he. wes retuming fron q banqiet with Cavtain Minashima; and. 
“there were two orisoners of war who were under Cantain Minashima and they . 
had been injured at the mine and were in the hospital. The Cantain invited 
oe to go with him to the hospital. Prisoner Strm had been annointed medi- 
col orderly to care for the two sick orisoners., When cccused and the Cav- 
tnin entered the sick room Stam-was lying down asleen.. 4s they entered,. 
‘Stam did not even attennt to get uo and it was only after they onproached 
very close to him thet he did arise. Cantain linashing et that. point de-~ 
manded of: accused why the medical orderly did not rise and sclute then, 
Because Stem had neglected his: duty as medicel orderly, accused slaoved him 
three times with ‘his open hend. They also discovered that a guard who had 
been avpointed at the hosnitel and who was suvvosed to be present was not 
there. While accused ‘wes looking for the guard, Ceantain Minnashima rennined 
in the sic: room and was scying words of consolation to these orisoners. 
After the guard had. returned, accused come back to the.sick room, There 
accused lilzewise svoke words of consolation to the injured orisoners and 
left the hospital with the Captain. ‘They then retumed ‘to Ninashima's 
home, where they cgnin drank some sckee iccused stayed there until quite 
inte, drinking, efter which time the Captain took him‘homes ;Thet is all 
he can reeall concerning the indident, ‘The next day when he met orisoner

- verforming guard duty, he recéived o message from the guard commander 
emphasizing fire prevention. As he neared. a latrine. which. was near the . 
kitehen, a prisoner emerged from the latrine: smoking Aa cigarette, He- — 
told the prisoner, "a cigarette no good", 4s he: told him:that, he. grabbed 
his: chest or some part of his body. Acoused wasicarrying, a rifle in his 
right hand at the time and was trying to pull. the prisoner close to him 
with his left hand. He is not clear whether he voulled at him to get. 
close or whether he staggered or whether the rifle which he“held-in his 
“shand moved. However, the bayonet went into the prisoner's side. It was 
such, an instantaneous. occurrence that he is not exactly sure.of what han- 
‘pened (2.29). When they went to the hospital, they removed their shoes 
‘and wore slipners (R.31), He had no. knowledge about the incident as.

“A careful scrutiny 
of the entire record fails to‘ revent any error wHich injuriously affected, 
the substantial rights of thé accused or any’ frilure to accord him o fair 
trial-in every respect. There was no evidence thet the accused was not sane 
at.the time of the commission of the alleged acts and at the time of trial.
